C hicago is joining the ranks of cities 

including New 'Vbrk City and Atlanta as 
it prepares to usher in 2016 by lowering, 
or in this case raising, a giant symbol at the stroke 
of midnight. The six-pointed Chicago star differs 
from other notable New 'Vhar’s Eve symbols in that 
it will rise over the festivities of Chi-Town Rising 
on the side of the Hyatt Regency downtown as 
midnight approaches. All of the others drop. The 
other noteworthy difference in the City of Big 
Shoulders is that Chicago’s star, at 70 feet, 6 inches 
tall, is much, much larger than any of its symbolic 
competition. Here’s a look at the star’s New Year’s 
Eve siblings from around the U.S. 



▲ TIMES SQUARE BALL 

City: New York City 
Size: 12 feet in diameter 

Description: This year’s version of the baii, which has been the 
symbol of this city’s Times Square New Year’s Eve celebration 
since 1907, is covered with 2,688 Waterford Crystal triangles 
that vary in size. It is illuminated by 32,256 LED lights-8,064 
of each in red, blue, green and white. The ball’s descent begins 
at 11:59 p.m. Eastern and ends at midnight. 


A PEEP 

City: Bethlehem, Pa. 
Size: 4.5 feet tall 
Description: As part 
of an annual two-day 
New Year’s Eve festival, 
an 85-pound lit Peeps 
chick descends at 
5:15 p.m. Eastern. 


A POTATO 

City: Boise, Idaho 
Size: 17 feet tall by 8 feet wide 
Description: For the third consecutive 
year, an 800-pound potato, which is made 
of foam and resin attached to a steel frame, 
will be lowered from a crane. New this year, 
the massive potato will be lowered in a 
park in front of Idaho’s Capitol building.

DRUG COURT HELPS 
ADDICTS KICK HABITS, 
REBUILD THEIR LIVES 

ByLeonorVivanco i redeye 
Kyle Hilbert spent his mornings driving 
around trying to score heroin or crack cocaine 
on the West or South sides, he says. And at 
night, he parked on North Side residential 
streets, where he’d pull out his phone and 
watch a movie, or try to get some sleep. 

Some days he’d stop in a Starbucks bath- 
room to clean up— the closest he’d come to 
bathing himself for months at a time. He’d try 
to make some cash by working construction 
or moving jobs that he found on Craigslist. 
When he was strapped, he’d swipe a box of 
ice cream bars from the grocery store, his one 


meal for the day 

He’d think about repairing his relationship 
with his family— broken by drugs, stealing, 
hes and hurt. 

Then he was arrested a year ago— a famil- 
iar story in his Hfe, at least in the past decade, 
when he seemed to be pushing through a re- 
volving door of treatment and jail, the latter 
for drug possession and theft. 

Another run-in with the law might have 
sent him down a familiar judicial path. But 
suddenly he veered away 

Instead of sitting in jail awaiting trial, he was 
diverted to drug court, formally known as the 
Cook County Rehabilitation Alternative Pro- 
bation program, which has offered hundreds 
of Chicago-area residents like the 32-year-old 
Hilbert a chance to fight the addiction that 
seemingly feeds their need to break the law. 


As governments grapple with the rising 
expense of jailing people and experts weigh 
how to best help non-violent offenders, drug 
courts are viewed as something that can save 
both tax dollars and fives. 

Hilbert told RedEye last month, “My fam- 
ily— they call me novw It’s not fike they avoid 
my calls. They invite me to things. I can stop 
by on the weekends. I’m not the plague that 
I used to be because I don’t bring my mess 
around them.” 

Providing help, not jail time 

Rather than having them rack up another 
conviction, and jail or prison time, the drug 
court program aims to put people on the road 
to recovery and redemption, according to 
Cook County Judge Charles Burns, who has 
overseen the program for nearly six years. 


Here’s how the pro- 
gram, started in 1998, 
works: Suspects plead 
guilty to the charge 
and get in-jail and out- 
patient treatment to 
help beat their addic- 
tion while on proba- 
tion; jail time is taken 
off the table. If they 
successfully complete 
the probation program 
and stay clean, they get 
the conviction vacated and the case dismissed. 

Last month, Hilbert was among two dozen 
people who graduated from the program in a 
short ceremony at the Southwest Side’s Leigh- 
ton Criminal Courthouse, rarely a place of joy 
and happiness. 
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But on this day, there was cake, smiles and 
surprisingly hugs for Burns. The group was 
celebrating a graduation of sorts from the pro- 
gram and being drug-free. 

“Is this a great day or what?” Burns said. “I 
know it’s going to sound corny but this is like 
our Christmas.” 

Taking a chance on someone 

Defendants who violate their court-ordered 
probation or appear in bond court on a non- 
violent felony case such as drug possession 
or shoplifting can get referred to drug court. 
A criminal justice team including Burns, as- 
sistant state’s attorneys, an assistant pubhc 
defender and probation officers evaluates the 
defendant for the program. 

Currently, there are close to too men and 
women in the RehabUitation Alternative Pro- 
bation program at the Chicago courthouse, 
according to Pat Milhizer, spokesman for the 
Office of the Chief Judge of the Cook County 
Circuit Court. 

The program begins with in-custody treat- 
ment and counseling at the county jail for 
120 days with the help of certified substance 
abuse treatment providers followed by inten- 
sive outpatient treatment at a halfway house, 
recovery home or sober living residence. An- 
nually, it costs about $1.2 million funded by 
state grants and pro- 
bation court fees to 
pay for the contracts 
for the treatment pro- 
viders for drug court 
countywide including 
suburban branches in 
Maywood, Markham 
and Bridgeview, Mil- 
hizer said. 

The participants 
regularly attend self- 
help groups, like 
12-step meetings. 

They get random 
drug tests. They pay 
court fees of $270. 

They look for jobs or 
enroll in a GED or job 
training program. 

In drug court, they 
appear before Burns 
once a month for a check-in and see their case 
manager more often. The better they do in 
the program, the less frequent the contact. 

About 60 days in, the judge orders everyone 
in the program to write a “soul-searching” let- 
ter to him about how they started using drugs, 
what they lost because of it and their short- 
term and long-term goals. It’s also supposed to 
spell out a relapse-prevention plan. 

In his letter to Burns, Hilbert’s goals were 
to stay sober and reconnect with his family 
His drug use pattern is one that is familiar for 
addicts. He started smoking weed at age 12, 
got into Vicodin at age 15 after he had den-

tal work and at age 19 progressed to heroin, 
which was cheaper than prescription drugs. 
Now, Hilbert goes to at least four 12-step 
meetings a week. He’s got a sponsor and a full- 
time job as a welder. He’s paying his bills and 
debts. And he moved back into his father’s 
house in Glenview.

that they see 
I’m doing the 
thing, not by what I 
tell them, but by what 
I’ve shown them. 
That’s the greatest 
change that has hap- 
pened today for me,” 
Hilbert said after the 
graduation ceremony 
At the ceremony, 
held twice a year. 
Burns addresses the 
graduates. “You are 
where you are because 
you wanted to make a 
change,” he said. 

As with anyone 
struggling with ad- 
diction, some relapse 
or even get arrested 
again. When that happens, the judge will or- 
der the defendant to go back a step in the pro- 
gram or increase treatment or drug tests. 

For those who fail the program, the judge 
moves ahead with sentencing the offender. 

Measuring success 

Recent statistics provided by the county 
show that 436 men and women participated 
in the Rehabilitation Alternative Probation 
program at the Leighton Criminal Court 
Building in Chicago from 2009 to 2013, and 
49 percent completed the program success- 
fully. When drug court in suburban Cook 


County branches were factored into the 
equation, the overall success rate was roughly 
the same at 47 percent. 

Those rates, court spokesman Milhizer 
said, are nearly identical to national drug court 
graduation rates. 

There are 2,900 drug courts throughout the 
country, according to the National Association 
of Drug Court Professionals. An evaluation of 
23 drug courts nationwide concluded that drug 
court participants were less fikely to relapse 
than similar offenders who weren’t diverted 
to drug court, according to the Justice PoHcy 
Center at the Urban Institute, RTI Interna- 
tional and the Center for Court Innovation. 

And repeat arrests and convictions go 
dovm, according to a 2013 review of the local 
drug court program conducted by the Cook 
County State’s Attorney’s Office. 

The review showed: 

» 94 percent of the roughly 600 drug court 
graduates had no felony drug convic- 
tions one year after the program. 

» 92 percent had no felony convictions one 
year after the program. 

» 86 percent had no felony arrests one year 
after the program. 

» 87 percent had no felony drug crime con- 
victions three years after graduating. 

» 82 percent had no felony convictions 
three years after the program. 

» 76 percent had no felony arrests three 
years after the program. 

'In treatment and beginning 
to blossom* 

Judge Burns said he can see first-hand that 
the program is changing lives: “I see that this 
works. I see the significant change in people’s 
lives. I see a person on Day i still high or going 
through a detox and {they’re} dope sick. Then 
I see him 30 days from now in treatment and 
beginning to blossom. ... It’s nothing short of 
redemption.” 


Progress after drug eourt 

A 2013 review of the local drug court program 
by the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office 
showed a drop in repeat arrests and convictions.

That includes Wanda Daniel. 

She began using drugs when she was 17 and 
got hooked on cocaine and heroin over the 
next three decades. She ended up in Burns’ 
courtroom in 2013, sent by another judge as 
she faced time in the penitentiary for heroin 
possession. 

“They put me on the path I’m standing 
on now,” Daniel said. “It wasn’t easy by a long 
shot, but I knew that I didn’t want to use any- 
more.” 

The West Lawn resident celebrated 
18 months of sobriety and graduated from drug 
court last May She regularly attends 12-step 
meetings and is currently looking for employ- 
ment after a temporary job ended in October. 

“Everything has been going well. It feels 
good waking up knowing that I don’t have 
to have a drug or mind-altering chemicals to 
start my day”

J W he common image of a food critic is a bitter, vindictive, monocle- 

wearing bon vivant, aka Anton Ego of “Ratatouille.”The truth is I eat 
far too many cups of instant noodles to be considered a bon vivant. I 
want every restaurant I try to be worthy of four stars. Who wants to 
suffer through a terrible meal, even if you’re getting paid for it? 


Still, I have to admit that when I heard 
about Oyster Bah, a new Lincoln Park restau- 
rant from Lettuce Entertain You, I had fan- 
tasies of it being subpar so I could title this 
piece “Oyster Bah, Humbug.” Needless to say, 
Lettuce founder Richard Mehnan, managing 
partner Bill Nevruz and chef Pete Balodimas 
didn’t go along with my plan. Instead, they’ve 
delivered quite the seafood restaurant. 

The scene 

The interior of Oyster Bah feels like Red 
Lobster reimagined by hipsters, which is to 
say there’s lots of nautical bric-a-brac: lobster 
pots, buoys, mounted trophy fish and old 
boat propellers. There’s also weathered wood 
throughout and a porthole-clad entrance. 
Surprisingly, the whole scheme doesn’t feel 


like a cheesy Long John Silver’s offshoot. 

The bar and some of the tables are marble- 
topped, while aU of the tables have a mis- 
matched assortment of used and worn chairs. 
There’s a cozy second concept called the 
Crab Cellar in the basement that serves a few 
different options that aren’t on the upstairs 
menu, such as a full order of red king crab 
(S49.95). Though it’s open on a first-come, 
first-serve basis, the Crab Cellar, which was 
previously an old prep kitchen, feels hidden 
and clandestine, similar to The Office at The 
Aviary 

Balodimas attributes the overall quality of 
the dining room to Melman. “I’ve opened 18 
restaurants, but this is the first with Lettuce. 
A week before opening, we’re tearing down 
walls, painting and repainting walls,” he said. 


“It seems like madness, but then you realize 
it makes a huge difference. Rich [Mehnan] 
knows what works. He’s the best in the busi- 
ness. When it all comes together, it’s perfect. 
The place feels like it’s been here 20 years, 
not like we launched yesterday” 

Thefood 

With ice-packed seafood platters, crab cakes, 
a huge assortment of East and West Coast 
oysters, fish and chips and more, the menu 
seems to complement the decor at first 
glance. But that’s a little mislead- 
ing. Balodimas is a talented chef 
who’s constructing his dishes 
with painstaking techniques and 
modern twists. 

Consider the cold combo 
($18.95 per person), a seafood 
platter featuring sweet Spring 
Creek Oysters from Massachusetts, 
tiny bites of buttery king crab and crisp and 
briny little neck clams. It’s served with typi- 
cal dips hke a horseradish-spiked cocktail 
sauce and velvety smooth mustard-infused 
aioh, but there’s also an interesting Guin- 
ness stout granita included, which offers a 


refreshing splash of chocolate, coffee and 
vinegar to the pristine shellfish. 

The crispy snapper (S27.95) is smothered 
in sauce made of pureed red Eresno chUis 
braised in olive oil spiked with Thai chilis, 
palm sugar, lime juice, cilantro, mint, ginger 
and soy It’s fiery and bright, but the heat isn’t 
palate blowing. Though the meat is served 
on the bone and looks Hke a whole fish, the 
non-sauced side has been removed and used 
to make fish tacos ($16.95). This keeps the 
price down and stiU allows Balodimas to 
serve a juicy fillet on the bone. Piled 
underneath the snapper are crisp 
Kennebec french fries, which 
are the result of a painstaking 
five-day process of rinsing, brin- 
ing, soaking, flash frying, drying 
and frying again. 

Balodimas doesn’t always take 
the long and hard road. His crab cake 
($15.95) features fresh hand-picked crab meat 
(which he says “has a bunch of juicy fatty 
bits” left in), a little cracker meal and Old Bay 
seasoning. The result is a hefty but simple 
cake with punchy flavor and fittle filler. While 
I loved the crab cake, I encountered a bit

of inedible chewy cartilage. “Yeah, we’ve had a few 
complaints about that. I don’t want to minimize 
the guest’s concern. That’s important,” Balodimas 
said. “But, and maybe this is the chef in me talking, I 
would rather have the guest complain because of the 
by-product of having a fresh, flavorful product Uke 
the one we’re using than have a crab cake that’s dry 
and mealy” 

The swordfish schnitzel (S20.95), which has since 
been taken off the menu, is also a departure from 
the usual. I was imagining a crispy heavily breaded 
crust that you’d find with the traditional German 
preparation. Balodimas said he tried it that way but 
the crust overwhelmed the flavor of the fish. He re- 
grouped and created a lighter crust. The swordfish’s 


meatiness shone through, and I appreciated that, 
but the crust reminded me a bit of a battered potato 
pancake, which I wasn’t expecting. 

Shrimp tempura ($14.95) was also innovative. 
Instead of curled or butterflied hunks of panko- 
studded meat, Balodimas and his team score the 
belly so the flesh, which is enrobed in a puffy tubular 
batter shape that reminds me of a mini corn dog, 
straightens out and cooks to a more tender consis- 
tency The salty, spicy ginger-soy dipping sauce is also 
a nice antidote to all the aioli and cocktail sauce I’ve 
already encountered. My only quibble: A couple of 
the shrimp had a slightly soggy batter. 

The drinks 

All of the cocktails have nautical-themed names: 
The Cape, Nor’Easter and Oyster’s Bloody The 
Perfect Storm ($11) is a riff on a dark and stormy 
that adds falernum to the traditional mix of rum, 
ginger beer and lime. This addition lends a perfume 
of allspice, clove and vanilla, which makes the brew a 
bit headier. The Nor’Easter ($12) features rye spiked 
with maple syrup, ginger beer, lime and the woodsy 
notes of cocktail bitters, a sweet and punchy mix 
that was the best of the drinks that I tried. Though I 
did not order wine, the list offers dozens of by-the- 
glass pours and is studded with nice oyster-friendly 
blends. 


Dessert 

My dining companion and I took bets as to whether 
or not there would be key Ume pie on the dessert 
menu. I was kind of delighted that Balodimas and 
his crew left it off in favor of a perfect sugar-crusted 
slice of pie brimming with jammy blueberries and a 
monsoon-moist wedge of coconut cake ($7.95 each). 

Serviee 

I don’t think I’ve ever had my water glass so well 
stocked. It felt like the service staff ran over and 
topped me off after every sip. Eood arrived quickly 
and servers cleared plates only after they confirmed 
we’d actually finished— something that happens less 
and less these days. Though Oyster Bah is a casual 
spot, there was a general level of attentiveness here 
that I rarely find at much higher priced fine-dining 
restaurants in Chicago. 

Bottom line 

Oyster Bah is fairly unique. It feels Hke a casual fish 
shack but sells pristine seafood prepared with im- 
peccable technique at reasonable prices. Oyster Bah 
is a classic, one that will likely join the pantheon of 
other long-lived Lettuce spots such as Cafe Ba-Ba- 
Reeba and Mon Ami Gabi.

How to drink those 
barrel-aged gins 
popping up everywhere

Gin’s reputation has certainly had a makeover 
oflate. 

Craft distillers such as Alameda, Calif.-based 
St. George Spirits and Evanston-based Few 
Spirits are including— in addition to the pri- 
mary juniper berry— more interesting botani- 
cals like Sichuan peppercorn, grapefruit peel, 
saffron or hibiscus flowers. And they’re pay- 
ing more attention to the spirit after the stiU. 
St. George and Few, along with such makers 
as Corsair and Ransom, have taken to barrel- 
aging gin. 

Similar to the way whiskey and rum age 
in oak barrels, gin rests in barrels from three 
months up to a couple of years and takes on 
interesting characteristics from the wood like 
vanilla, cinnamon and caramel— often with 
bright citrus notes and a rounder mouthfeel 
than unaged gin. The ingredients can age 
in new oak barrels or used barrels that once 
held anything from bourbon to spiced rum to 
wine. 

“The gin market has changed and grown 
quite a bit in the last five years,” said Dave 
Smith, vice president and head distiller at St. 
George Spirits. “Gin allows small producers 
to put something in the market quickly and 
creatively express themselves. With aged gin, 
that’s an extension on that creative drive.” 

St. George produces Dry Rye Reposado Gin 
with a base of rye whiskey that is blended with 
six botanicals including juniper, coriander, 
black peppercorn and grapefruit peel. It ages 
from 12 to i 8 months in used grenache rose and 
syrah barrels from nearby Blacksmith Cellars. 


Few uses its own spent bourbon and rye barrels 
to produce its Barrel Gin, to get the texture of 
whiskey with the softness of gin. 

Depending on the product, barrel-aged gin 
can have notes of winter baking spice, cin- 
namon, clove, vanilla and citrus, and it mixes 
well in a variety of cocktails. It’s also a good 
stand-in for darker spirits. 

“If a cocktail calls for either rum or gin, bar- 
rel-aged gin can be used in its place,” said Will 
Atkinson, brand ambassador for Nashville’s 
Corsair Distillery ‘At home, I do a barrel- 
aged gin and soda on the rocks.” 

At its tasting room in Logan Square, Chi- 
cago Distilling Co. makes a variation on a gin 
and tonic that combines its barrel-finished 
Finn’s Gin, comprising too percent Illinois 
corn and ii botanicals, with elderflower tonic 
from Jack Rudy Cocktail Co. and soda water. 

Some of the easiest ways to use barrel-aged 
gin in a cocktail are riffs on classics. 

Consider a Moscow mule. Substitute bar- 
rel-aged gin for vodka and combine it with a 
spicy ginger beer from Gosling’s or Fever Tree. 

A negroni and a boulevardier, which use 
gin and bourbon, respectively, as their base 
spirits, become a new cocktail as barrel-aged 
gin mixes with equal parts Campari and sweet 
vermouth. 

Old fashioned drinkers can swap 2 ounces 
of barrel-aged gin for rye or bourbon to pro- 
duce a somewhat sweet and spicy drink. 

“Gin is amazing because the rules are rela- 
tively forgiving,” Few founder Paul Hletko 
said. “Barrel aging is becoming a trend be- 
cause it’s an area where people are exposed 
to something different. It’s a good transition 
from a dark rum, whiskey or old tequila to 
tiptoe into the world of gin that’s not so over- 
whelming.”
